MOSCOW AND THE DARKER RACES.

The rapid change of political conditions through- 
out the world is day by day bringing the problem of 
the darker races to the fore as never before in latter- 
day history.

More than one thing in cookery I 
learned by visiting the eating place of 


the intelligent Bulgarian whom my 
friend and others ‘of his patrons af- 


fectionately call Daskall,.“ which 
means teacher. In his own country 
this Dimitry S. was that. He not only 
makes his chicken soups a bit sour 
With lemon, and serves Bulgarian or 
sour milk, but he has no deserts on 
his menu, unless you call a quite sweet 
coffee, the Turkish sort, a dessert, and 
he serves no butter with the bread. 
Tou could not get scurvy living on 
such a diet, nor suffer any of the evils 
that come from an excess of sweets.
